The comple- 
tion of that portion of the road between the Louisi- 
ana line and Marshall will secure the munificent 
State aid. 

The Season ok Abstixenxe. — Yesterday the 
chiming bells, the streets thronged with worshipers 
tending toward the sanctuary, and the lean kitchen 
pots and scanty dinner tables of our Episcopal and 
Catholic friends gave notice of the advent of 
the season of Lent — a period of forty days ab- 
stinence from all luxurious articles of dtet and all 
the eccentricities and frivolties that characterize the 
world. 

We expect to hear of a decline iu the meat market 
and a corresponding advance in vegetables for the 
next few weeks. Eggs and oysters, however, are 
tolerated by special permit from the head of the 
church.

Another SUre of Mexico— u Waste or S/tod-ly"—The 
Tariff— Book Distribution, etc. 

Washington, Feb. 23, 1857. 
Before the expiration of the present week, our 
government will receive the treatv recently nego- 
tiated with Mexico for another slice of her "free- 
soil." Whatever may lie the object of this acquisi- 
tion, one thing is certain, namely: it is better to buy 
an article, even if you do not want it, than to invest 
our surplus millions in gunpowder for the purpose 
of conquering a piece! Mexico is fast melting awav 
at the touch of the American dollars. 

Not a little sport has l>een occasioned by the arti- 
cle of "waste or shoddy" which appears in the free 
list of the reveuue act which recently passed the 
House and is now pending in the Senate. Under 
the tariff act of 184G it is in the five percent, sched- 
ule, and yielded the extraordinary' sum in one year 
of about twenty-five dollars! Some of the repre- 
sentatives were much concerned about this article; 
they insisted that it should be admitted free. Their 
wish has been gratified. But what is this "waste or 
shoddy?" Merely the clippings from the surface of 
woolen cloths — the shearings of the goods. 

In a former letter 1 merely gave the outline of the 
new measure which so successfully passed through 
the House. Even those calling themselves "free- 
trade men" preferred that bill to none at all, in 
view of the evils to be apprehended from an over- 
flowing treasury. The friends of American manu- 
factures are generally pleased with the bill, all 
things considered. It is an alternative measure, in 
which, as far as possible, all the conflicting inter- 
ests are accommodated. It is the best which can 
now be consummated. The Senate ought to pass it 
as it is, and probably will; for, if they send it back 
to the House with Important amendments, it mav 
be lost. 

Several little incidental points may here be men- 
tioned. While that bill was in the House, Mr. 
Campbell, of Ohio (who worked manfully to "put 
it through"), asked Gen. Quitman at what time he 
expected the Democratic party would put itself 
squarely on the platform of free-trade and direct 
taxation; to which the General, with his usual can- 
dor, replied, that "some of the delegates to the 
Cincinnati convention were very fishy on some of the 
principles of the Democratic party." Therefore he 
could not answer the question; but, he added, "I 
can only live in hope that they will carry it out" at 
no distant day. It shonld be remembered that sev- 
eral of the "big guns" have recently thundered out 
this policy of the Democratic party. One of the 
New England men wanted to add to the free list the 
article of "gut" (for whips); whereupon a jovial 
representative suggested, as a prefix, "rot," and a 
jolly gentleman from New York moved to add the 
word "whisky," so as to read "rot-gut whisky;" 
but this insertion was not made. 

The subject of book distribution among the new 
members of the present Congress has occupied the 
attention of the House. An amendment was offered to 
the "Deficiency bill," appropriating $183,7ti5 for 
that purpose. During the debate, it was maintain- 
ed that, as the old members had heretofore received 
their share of books, it was just that the new ones 
should be treated with equal justice; while on the 
opposite side, it was contended that the compensa- 
tion law (increasing the pay of members) was in- 
tended to preclude the book*, and that history showed 
that such books had been sold by members to specula- 
tors, who again and again sold" them to the Govern- 
ment, to lie similarly disposed of. In other words, 
that the system was a swindle. The amendment 
was agreed to in committee by a decided majority, 
but when it was reported to the House, for concur- 
rence, it received only twenty-seven affirmative 
votes, against ninety-six in the* negative. Fifty or 
sixty who sanctioned the proposition by passing 
through the tellers in committee would not incur 
the responsibility of recording their names, in the 
House, in its favor. 

Mr. Paine, in allusion to the fact that the old mem- 
bers having, at previous Congresses, supplied them- 
selves and now refused to furnish the new raemliers 
with similar books, related an anecdote, leaving the 
aforesaid old members to make the application. A 
man in his country, he said, came in to dinner, said 
grace, and sat down and commenced eating heartily 
and hastily.

It commenced aliout five miles southwest of Au- 
gusta, traveling in a northeast direction, destrovini; 
everything it came in contact with as far as heard 
from. Before reaching Augusta it destroyed a num- 
ber of tine barns, fences, &c. At Augusta it first 
struck the saw-mill at the lower part of town, which 
it moved, together with the heavy stone wall on 
which it was built, about two feet; next it took a 
small frame house, with two persons iu it, across the 
street and over the river bank; then it caught an- 
other small frame dwelling, also with two females 
in it, completely demolishing the building and de- 
biting much of it in the river: it then struck Dr. 
Bradford's fine premises, twisting off and tearing ap 
by the nwts all of his tine shrubbery, among which 
were many cedars from twelve to eighteen iuches in 
diameter. Besides this it took a number of people 
over the bank, blew down a great number of chim- 

ys. took wagons, oic, into the river, and, strange 
to relate, no lives were lost or anv one seriously in- 
jured. It then crossed the river, taking in its course 
a small Hatboat, occupied by an Italian for manufac- 
turing plaster toys, &c, lifting it some thirty feet 
out of the water, and, after turning it over a num- 
l>er of times, quietly deposited it back in the river, 
»a>ttom up. Next it struck a large two-storv brick 
house, on the Ohio side, leveling every wall com- 
pletely with the ground. Next it demolished anoth- 
er barn; then it took the body of a new log house, a 
span of horses, wagon, &c. which, including the 
bo iise-lc ••_,'>, had not i>eeii heard from when our inform- 
ant left the scene. We also understand that it destrov- 
ed every building aud all the fine orchards of M[r. 
Patterson, together with another tine brick house, 
on its travel toward White Oak, and vet no 
lost as far as heard from. "

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Designed to be great conservators of public morals, 
who is not concerned for their welfare and interested 
in their success and prosperity? 

Doubtless most of your readers have witnessed 
with pleasure and satisfaction the rapid advance 
which eur city schools have made within the last 
few years. To those who were familiar with the 
narrow, ill-ventilated, unpleasant rooms, and un- 
sightly and dilapidated buildings in which some of 
these schools were formerly held, the change to the 
present commodious, pleasant, light, and stately 
buildings is a marked one. The standard of teach- 
ing, too, has been greatly elevated. The introduc- 
tion of music also, and the addition of an academic 
department for the pursuit of the higher branches, 
all speak well for those who have had these matters 
in charge, and are clear indications of a growiiiir 
prosperity, to which, from our inmost hearts, we bid 
tiod speed. 

In our progress toward perfection, however, a new 
branch of education has very recently been intro- 
duced, not contemplated in the original design of 
these schools, a department where the heels, not the 
head, receive the largest share of attention, and 
which many will not tie so ready to regard as a step 
forward. We allude to the practice of dancing, 
which we are informed by one of the teachers has 
become quite common In these schools, and public- 
general dances (in which both teachers and scholars, 
unite) coming into vogue under the guise of Lterwy 
exhibitions. 

When, where, and how, it may be right or wrong 
to dance, we will not now discuss — but is it right, 
can it be right for trustees and teachers to abuse the 
confidence reposed in them by parents who heartily 
disapprove of dancing, to lead their inexperienced 
children into a habit which a l.irge majority of pro- 
fessing Christians pointedly condemn? But they 
are not aione in the condemnation of it. 

Few cities have a better system of common schooLs 
than Philadelphia — and few places have given more 
attention to the whole subject of public education. 
Here is testimony from that quarter recently given

He estimated 
the whole force at 250 men, rank and file, one hun- 
dred less than the number stated by General 1 alk- 
er. On account of the multitude of officers, Lieu- 
tenants and Captains stood nowhere, and a Major 
was but slightly noticed. 

Both officers "and privates, as far as he conversed 
with them,' expressed more anxiety to get away than 
to remain. Capt. Grant, formerly of the U. S. ar- 
mv, told him that for seven months' service he had 
received onlv fifty cents pay. The soldiers did not 
dare to atteiiii>t to desert, because they knew that if 
taken thev would l»e shot without mercy. No one 
could get'away without a ]>assport, and the most 
rigid surveillance was kept upon all their move- 
ments. The majority of those who deserted were 
Germans and Frenchmen. 

There were several ladies at Gen. Walker's head- 
quarters; they all expressed no very high estimation 
of the service, and, woman-like, rebelled at the idea 
of being obliged to get a passport to get away. 
They stated, moreover, that the general supply of 
pork" was not commensurate with the supply of beam. 
As for the matter of food generally, the Major states 
that the soldiers made no special complaint. Their 
clothing, however, was worn nearly to shreds, with 
but little prospect of a replenishing stock. In re- 
spect to sleeping blankets, there was a general desti- 
tution and consequent complaint. 

Altogether the Major, from what he had witnessed 
and heard at General Walker's headquarters, and 
from facts he had previously gathered, retired, he 
says, to the steamer, satisfied that the present posi- 
tion of the General was far from firm and secure.

Saarrtr.— The submarine telegraph bill was taken 

Mr. Toombs resumed his remarks against the bill, 
calling it a violation of the constitution, of justice,

..-i«*v tlnt^e of speculators and jebbers. 

Mr. Thompson, of Kentucky, moved to postpone 
further consideration of the bill until the 5th of 
March— 26 against 2fi. 

House. — Mr. Davis, of Maryland, called up the 
acaolution of the select committee for the expulsion 
•f Wm. A. Gilbert. 

Mr. Bennett, of New York, said that certain parts 
«sf the testimony of the witnesses Sweeny and Si- 
•moaton were not published, with the evidence of 
suppressed testimony deemed imported 'material to 
fixlL-crVa defence. 

Mr. ll*vis, of Maryland, remarked that there was 
n • evidence which had not been printed. 

Mr. Benuett said he could prove that Sweenv was 
iodaced to swear just so much as would convict Gil- 
bert and no more. Every honest man would rebel 
againxt such conduct. 

Mr. Warner asked on what authority Mr. Bennett 
made his statement. 

Mr. Bennett declined answering. He said that if 
gentlemen would go to the printing office he would 
•ee what was stricken out. 

Humphrey Marshall wished to know whether Gil- 
bert wished to have a trial. 

Mr. Bennett replied that Gilliert not anly wished 
frtijt demanded a trial on the presentment against 

Hamphrey Marshall said that being the case it 
«&1 not matter whether all the testimonv was print- 
ed or not, as he supposed the witnesses themselves 
w». Id be produced here. 

Mr. Craige understood that the accused had put 
in an answer to the charges. 

The Speaker remarked that it had baen filed. 
Mr. Nichols said in this particular case an answer 
bad been made and printed, and would be filed to- 
st** by the member particularly implicated. 

Mr. Bennett caused to be read a paper from Mr. 
Gilbert, who denies the truth of the charges prefer- 
red against him, and demands atrial. He asks that 
certain testimony ej- parte of Sweenev and Simonton 
be produced and printed, deemiug it" to contain mat- 
ters material to his defense. 

Mr. Bennett offered a resolution having the latter 

(; in view, and moved to recommit the report, 
r. Orr, on the part of the committee, said that 
Simonton declined to give the names of certain wit- 
nesses, except upon condition that they should not 
be published as evidence. 

Be (Orr), assumed that this was not testimony 
affecting the merits of the case. It was merelv the 
snnniaes of Simonton. He had no objection to 'send- 
ing to the printing office and obtaining evervthing 
suppressed. 

Mr. Bennett remarked that they have a right to a 
statement that would show that Sweeney swore to 

Mr. Davis of Maryland said the committee are 
not aware of any suppression of evidence touching 
any facts concerning the person accused, or which 
could bear on the fairness of the proceedings.

Orken-Hocsks.— It is a common error of gar, 
daners and amateur growers of green-house plants 
at this season, to increase the temperature of their 
houses, until it frequently ranges at 85 deg. in the 
day time and 60 deg. at night. Others commit a 
more serious blunder by giving to the house a tem- 
perature as great at night as during the day. Both 
of these errors should be avoided, if good, healthy 

Ilants and full, perfect blossoms are desired for 
larch and April. The temperature should not ex- 
ceed 70 deg. at any time during the day, but 
should generally range at about 60 deg., and, du- 
ring the night, at a temperature of 50 deg. 

Frozen Plants. — Should your plants, by any acci- 
dent, get frozen, set the pots at once into tubs of 
water and sprinkle the branches with soft rain wa- 
ter. Often the delicate, tender roots just inside the 
pots are injured by drying and freezing, so as to 
cause death; when, had they been protected by im- 
mersion in water, the half hardy or shrubby nature 
of the plant would have suffered little injury from 
the frost. This is especially so with Fuschias, Tea 
Uoees, Camelias, &c . 

Green Fly on Plants. — At this season, plants in a 
green-house or warm rooms are much affected with 
the green ny; many remedies are in use, but the 
simplest and best is smoking with tobacco. Young 
men might often put in the time during a call upon 
young ladies by smoking for the benefit of the house 
plants, and at the same time give the young lady 
anjexemplification of the state of things "when mar- 
ried to an Jinveterate smoker. 

In green-houses, a pan of live coals is placed upon 
the floor, fine tobacco is strewn over the coals, the 
house then closed tightly, and left from one to three 
hours, according as the fly If more or less abundant. 
After being thus smoked", it should be thoroughly 
syringed with warm water. A dull, cloudy day 
should always be selected for this purpose. 

The Heliotrope is one of the plants injured by to- 
bacco smoke, and, when the house is so fumigated, 
all Heliotropes should l»e taken out. 

House plants can be smoked separately by placing 
sticks crossways, midway of an old "barrel, thus 
forming a kind of grate or shelf to set them on; 
place the barrel over the coals and cover with a 
barrel-cover or thick woolen blanket. After smo- 
king, dip them freely in a tub of warm water.

Stretches in Shekp. — Inquiry — Ens. Rural: 
Allow me through the Rural to inquire the cause 
of and a remedy (if there be anv) for what is term- 
ed stretches in sheep. I have lost several with the 
disease. It seems to attack the best in the flock and 
as vet none liave recovered. — E., Skaneateles, N. Y. 

Remarks. — As a partial reply to the above we 
make the following extract from the transactions 
of the New York State Agricultural Society. It 
says: "This is the popular name of a malady which 
generally attacks vigorous sheep in high health. It 
is produced by an obstruction of the intestines, and 
is caused by one portion of the bowels becoming in- 
troduced into another part. The suffering is extreme, 
and is manifested by spasmodic contortions of the 
sheep, its lying down, stretching and rolling upon 
the ground. Death speedily follows, unless relief 
is promptly afforded. In connexion with the use of 
powerful cathartics, the most successful practice 1 
have known is to raise the animal entirely from the 
ground by the hind legs, and hold it in that position 
a few seconds. Let this operation be repeated sev- 
eral times, with short intervals. I have seen sheep, 
which were suffering the keenest agonies, relieved 
immediately by this process. The disease is proli- 
ably induced by the exclusive use of dry fodder, 
and may be averted by changing to vegetable 
food." If any of our correspondents or readers are 
possessed of experience in the treatment of this dis- 
ease we would be pleased to hear from them.
